Bucks County Judge Paul R. 
Beckert today issued a prelim­ 
inary injunction against two un­ 
ions picketing U.S. Steel’s Fair­ 
less Works 
which 
have 
kept 
most steelworkers from enter­ 
ing on the midnight and 8 a m. 
shifts today. 


The judge set a further hear­ 
ing for Friday at 1ft a m. in 
Bucks County 
Court. 
Doyles­ 
town. 


Longshoremen, 
in 
a 
c a l l 
for an army of pickets, also 
shut down tight the Philadelphia 
Port today as the men voted to 
take the day off for “picket 
duty" at the Fairless plant. 


The steel plant, however, con­ 
tinued to operate with manage­ 
ment personnel and those em­ 
ployes who did report for work. 


In the complaint, the Fairless 
Works management alleges the 
continual picketing would result 
in a production shutdown, caus­ 
ing a loss of not less than $500.- 
000. 


Cite Threats

NEW YORK (UPI) — Civil 
rights demonstrators harassed 
the opening of the World Fair 
today by scuffling with police, 
delaying 
subway 
trains 
and 
staging sit-ins. 


A planned massive automo­ 
bile 
stall-in 
blocked 
cars 
at 
scattered points, but the city 
traffic commissioner said traffic 
was less than normal. 


Reinforced 
police 
squads 
made arrests following demon­ 
strations ranging from Manhat­ 
tan’s 
Times 
Square 
to 
the 
Flushing Meadows fair grounds. 


Shortly before noon, EST, po­ 
lice had arrested more than IOO 
demonstrators, including James 
Farmer, national director of the 
Congress 
of 
Racial 
Equality 
(CORE), and Herbert Callender, 
chairman of the Bronx branch 
of CORE. 


Farmer and about a dozen 
others were arrested for stag­ 
ing a sit-in at the New York 
City 
pavilion. 
Callender 
was 
picked 
up 
when 
he tried 
to 
block the entrance to the Elm­ 
hurst police station, where ear­ 
lier 
demonstrators 
had 
been 
taken. 


Aslo involved in the sit - in 
demonstrations at the fair was 
Bayard Rustin, leader of last 
year’s civil rights 
march 
on 
Washington 
and 
organizer 
of 
New York’s first school boycott. 


At 
least 50 shouting, 
sign- 
carrying demonstrators picketed 
the Florida pavilion and shouted 
at Florida Gov. Farris Bryant: 
“Jim Crow must go—Governor 
Bryant must go." Bryant ig­ 
nored the taunts and entered 
one 
of 
the 
buildings 
at 
the 
pavilion. 


Halted Train 


One 
of 
the 
demonstrators 
tried to scale the 110-foot citrus 
tower—landmark of the Florida 
exhibit—but 
he 
was 
dragged 
down by four policemen and 
carried away in handcuffs. 


First 
demonstrators 
were 
picked up at 7:30 a.m.. EST, 
when 
they 
delayed 
subway 
trains carrying visitors to the 
fair by pulling emergency stop 
cords, throwing themselves on 
the tracks and preventing train 
doors from closing.

By mid-morning, police had 
made 29 arrests. At least one 
policeman was injured. 


A vanguard of stall-in auto­ 
mobiles — designed to block

ported on the way to fair area 
highways. But no great traffic 
tieups were reported by mid­ 
morning. 


The fair was declared offi­ 
cially open at 9 a m. FiST.
